Reason for Allowance

Regarding claims 28, 43, 46, 48-49, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a data 
communication apparatus which transfers object data to a destination node, the data 
communication apparatus comprising: a control unit adapted to determine a segment size and a 
segment data size in accordance with a size of a receiving buffer of the destination node, to 
divide the object data into segments in accordance with the segment size, and a data 
communication unit adapted to transfer the packets from the data communication 
apparatus to the destination node via a logical connection set between the data 
communication apparatus and the destination node, the logical connection being set by a 
controller, in combination with other limitations, as specified in the independent claim 28.
